Dear  Friends, 


As  I  sit  dovm  to  write  after  a  busy  weekend  (much  like  many  of  yours) , 
I  am  reminded  of  an  important  dimension  of  college  life.     It  is  expressed 
in  a  theme  that  might  well  be  summed  up  in  Psalm  133:1: 
Oh,  how  good  and  pleasant  it  is, 

when  brethren  live  together  in  unity. 
To  live  in  this  microcosm  of  the  world  is  to  be  exposed  to  a  wide  and  rich 
variety  of  religious  traditions  --  more  than  you  may  ever  see  in  the  rest 
of  your  life. 

Today  draws  to  a  close  the  High  Holy  Days  of  Rosh  Hashanah  and  Yom 
Kippur  for  our  Jewish  brothers  and  sisters.  October  31  celebrates  Reforma- 
tion Day  for  the  Lutheran  and  Reformed  traditions.  November  1  is  All  Saints*

As  you  may  have  heard,  part  of  our  student  life  is  centered  in  Spring 
Mission  trips.    Whether  groups  work  in  the  USA,  or  go  abroad,  there's  an 
exciting  potential  for  discovering  another  dimension  of  life. 

Millard  Fuller,  the  Executive  Director  of  Habitat  for  Humanity,  spoke 
last  week  at  Elon  College  of  a  study  done  on  90-year-olds.  They  were  asked 
what  they  would  have  liked  to  have  done  differently  in  their  lives,  'xlieir 
answers  fell  into  three  areas:  (1)  they  would  have  risked  more,  (2)  they 
would  have  taken  more  time  to  reflect,  and  (3)  they  would  have  liked  to  do 
more  that  left  something  lasting  in  this  world.  These  coxtsments  are  worth 
chewing  on. 

We're  all  taking  a  break.     I  hope  you  will  have  a  good  one  —  whether 
traveling,  resting,  going  home,  catching  up  on  work,  or  whatever.    You  may 
not  be  self-consciously  engaged  in  mission.     But  there  is  space  even  in 
leisure  and  play  to  become  aware  of  our  deeper  calling  from  God.     Then  may- 
be as  we  return  we  will  have  a  clearer  picture  of  what  God  is  calling  us  to, 
and  how  we,  his  people,  can  live  into  that  call.

The  hopes j  the 
fear,  the  agony  and  the  ecstasy  are  all  here.    Be  not  afraid.    For  as  E*aul 
says,  "We  know  that  in  everything  God  works  for  good..."
